Too Peremptory 

A S HAPPENED with •ome of its defence poik-ws 
^ * the present federal government has taken afonfpt 
action with the four-year-old shipbuilding subsidy dtan 
before knowing what is to take Its place and without 
having any alternative to offer. The unexpected 
frcex of the subsidy announced by Transport Min¬ 
ister PkckeragUI on Tuesday has come like a bolt from 
the biur to local yards, as it will to all shipbuilders 
a cros s the f&tion, and with disastrous impact 

At home here in Victoria the result ia seen as 
immediately creatine a chaotic situation b» the ship 
construction industry, with men having to be laid off 
as contracts are cancelled, and the industry put into 
confusion and uncertainty about the future. 

The subsidy plan was Introduced by the Diefen- 
baker regime to Come to /the rescue of an ailing but 
vital industry, to build up the eapkdtiea of Canadian 
yards, to retain the skills of valuable shipwright teams, 
to prevent unemployment, and generally to give fresh 
impetus to the economy. 

Now without warning the Pearson government 
lias seen fit to call a halt to the program, seemingly 
coreleas of the result whlk trying to make up its 
mind on the subject. 

Mr. Pfekeragill says the subsidy cutoff Is not 
necessarily permanent and it does not represent aban¬ 
donment of the existing policy of assistance for ship 
construction. While what he calls a ‘ temporary halt” 
is in effect the situation win be reviewed to consider 
any modification of the policy according to changing 
circumstance*. 

There k no hint of what changtng circumstances 
the minister contempt* tea, assuming he has other pro¬ 
posal* In view,- and the situation as regards shipbuild¬ 
ing yards is a continuing one full of concern to a 
whole float of workmen. 

If the freeze is but temporary, while the gov¬ 
ernment attempts to come to some positive conclu¬ 
sion about shipbuilding, why the need for the per¬ 
emptory stoppage of the subsidy? 

Those closely affected by changes in any major 
government policy deserve to have the alternative 
known'to them before unilateral decision is taken. 
The subsidy might well have been continued while 
the proposed review was taking place. The immedi¬ 
ate dislocation of iMpbuMdine invited by so sudden 
a halt, without knowledge of what is to take Us place, 
is unrealistic and will do much harm. 

It Is also one more example of a government 
which ineptly takes a course of action before Its left 
hand Is sware of what its right hand ia doing. When 
it comes to planning the Pearson regime is sadly 
deficient.
